Construction is to be completed in

This figure is only a small part o: 


the estimated cost of all phases o: 
the finished project. While regarded 
.as a $155,000,000 venture, engineers 
said expenditures probably would 
reach $300,000,000. 
The successful contractor, if any 


will not be known for perhaps a 
week. Final decision will be made 
in Washington after a checking of 
bids here by Raymond F. Walter 
chief engineer. 


Government Estimates. 


The government's estimate calls 


for the expenditure of $165,000,000 
as follows: $70,600,000 for the dam 
and reservoir; $38,200,000 for de 
velopment of a one million horse- 
power plant; $38,500,000 for the ail- 
American canat and $17,7QO,000 for 
interest during the seven year con- 
struction period.

Intended to Hit toltoetton Agents, 


Some Stnaters Think Effect 


Would Be Opposite. 
Attempts to bar th» practice of 
some collection agencies in the 
state which use imitation of court 
summons in their collection efforts 
met resistance in the state senate 
Wednesday morning. The bill con- 
taining a prohibition of such ac- 
tion, S. P. 144, was, however, ad- 
vanced to third reading. 
The bill introduced by Senator 
Scott originally-barred advertising 
of debts or other means of publicity 
flaunting unpaid claims, as well as 
banning use of Imitation court sum- 
mons. The standing committee, how- 
ever, removed the ban on adver- 
tising. 


Even with the bill prohibiting 


only use of Imitation court docu- 
ments, the bill met objections many 
senators pointing out that they 
had been flooded with letters from 
merchants over the state protesting 
the action. 
Although the bill was designed as 
a blow at collection agencies, pe- 
culiarity enough much of the crit- 
icism directed at it, charged that 
it would put collection work entire- 
ly into the hands of agencies. 
Another bill which struck a snag 
In the senate committee of the 
whole Wednesday morning was S 
P. 362, by Cooper. It would require 
all poisonous, dangerous or deleteri- 
ous substances intended for use in 
human or animal disease treat- 
ments to be classed as drugs or 
medicines. The bill was variously 
interpreted, opinions of it ranging 
from Dr. John E. Bowman's Inter- 
pretation that i* was bnly to clarify 
the present law requiring registered 
pharmacists to sell drugs and medi- 
cines, to the charge ot Senator J 
A. Axtell that it was a "drug store 
trust bill." The measure was ad- 
vanced to third reading.

Sorensen Say;s Unable 


To Prosecute For 


. Big Gifts. 


There is no possibility of follow- 


ing up the Nye investigating com- 
mittee's findings with prosecution of 
men for malting contributions in 
the Nebraska primary in excess of 
$1,OOC each, Attorney General Sor- 
ensen announced Wednesday morn- 
Ing. 


He is still investigating, however, 
he stated, the possibilities of prose- 
cuting two men for alleged failure 
to report 'campaign donations. 


There sre two catches to the sug- 


gestion that orosecutions be made 
for excessive "contributions, accord- 
ing to the attorney general. 


In the first place, he" points out 
that the law is so awkwardy worded 
as to relieve Any man making such 
an excessive cvontribution of any 
legal violation. The statute, ac- 
cording to the attorney general, 
provides that no committee may re- 
ceive donations of more than $1,000 
frost any one individual. 


This, he potats.out, does not make 
it illegal for a man to give more 
than $1,000, but only makes it illegal 
for a committee to receive in excess 
of that sum from* any one man. In 
other words, says Attorney General 
Sorensen, the 
committee which 
handled the funds could be prose- 
cuted, but not the man who made 
the contribution. 


The second <cateh, according to 
the attorney general, is the fact that 
white receipt of such contributions 
is banned by law, there Is apparent- 
ly no provision in the statutes for 
penalty when tfce law is violated- 
"In other words," th« attorney 


general said, "we could 
prosecute 


the committee for receiving exces- 
sive contributions, but that is all. 
The matter would have to stop 
there." 
The state's laws in regard to elec- 


tions are all awkward, inadequate 
and weak, the attorney general be- 
lieves. "TOiat Netraska needs," he 
declared Wednesday, 'Is a complete 
corrupt practices act, adequately 
covering practices which have de- 
veloped and with penalties provided

Denver Wednesday and the offers 
of contractors announced here soon 
after. 
Reclamation Commissioner Mead 
said among the 
larger companies 
b idding 
upon 
the project 
were: 
Llndgren 
and 
Swinnerton, San 
Francisco; 
Woods Bros., 
Lincoln; 
Arundel-Atkinson Construction Cor­ 
poration, Los Angeles; Utah Con­ 
struction Co., Ogxien. 
Interior departm ent officials esti­ 
mated the b ids would range from 
$70,000,000 to $75,000,000. 
'ITie contract, which the depart­ 
m ent expects to award b efore M arch 
10 to speed up work and give 
job s 
to hundreds of men, wiU b e aw ard­ 
ed to one b idder and will b e the 
largest ever jet to a single contrac­ 
tor b y the government. 


Bids Opened Wednesday. 
DENVER. MaVch 4~{^)—Contrac­ 
tors seeking the job of b uilding the 
Hoover dam, one of the world’s larg­ 
est peace time engineering projects, 
were to accompany their b ids today 
with b cod.4 for $2,000,000. 
Government engineers said they 
expected to receive perhaps a dozen 
b ids for the general contract, the 
cost of which has b een estim ated b y 
the government a t $70,600,000. 
Construction is to b e completed In 
2,565 days, with a penalty of $3,000 
a day after that time. 
This figure is only a small part of 
the estim ated coat of all phases ot 
the finished project. While regarded 
as a $185,000,000 venture, engineers 
said expenditures 
prob ab ly 
would 
reach $300,000,000. 
The successful contractor, if any, 
will not b e known for perhaps a 
week. Final decision will b e made 
In W ashington after a checking of 
b ids here b y Raymond F. W alter, 
chief engineer. 
Government Estimates. 
The govem m ent’.s e.stimate catls 
for the expenditure of $165,000,000 
as follows: $70,600,000 for the dam 
and 
reservoir; 
$38,200,000 for de­ 
velopment of a one million horse­ 
power plant; $38,500,000 for the all- 
American canal and $17,700,000 for 
interest during the seven year con- 
structicn period. 
The dam site is on the Colorado 
river, forming a b oundary b etween 
Arizona and Nevada. 
The comb ined revenue from pow­ 
er and water is expected to pay for 
the work in thirty-four years. 
The 
Colorado river act, as passed 
b y 
congress, specified the project 
b e 
self sustaining. 
The reclamation b ureau has de­ 
signed a dam to b e 727 feet 
high 
from the canyon floor; 650 feet thick 
a t the b ottom; 45 feet thick at the 
top, and 1,180 feet in length. Five 
million cub ic yards of cement will b e 
used in the construction. 'The found­ 
ation will b e driven 120 feet b elow 
the river b ed. The lake b ehind the 


i dam w'ili b e 100 miles long, making 


j the b asin ten times as great 
as 
I any existing reservoir in the United 
States.

Some Senators Think Effect 
Would Be Opposite. 
Attempts to b ar the practice of 
some 
collection 
agencies 
in 
the I 
state which use Imitation of court 
summons in their collection efforts ; 
met resistance in the state senate 
Wednesday morning. The b ill con- • 
taining a prohib ition of such ac­ 
tion, S. F. 144. was. however, ad- , 
vanced to third reading. 
The bill introduced 
b y Sena tor 
Scott origina lly ba rred a dv ertising 
of debts or other mea ns of publicity 
fla unting unpa id cla ims, as well a s 
ba nning use of Imita tion court sum­ 
mons. The .sta nding committee, how­ 
ev er, remov ed the ba n on a dv er­ 
tising. 
Even with the b ill prohib iting 
only use of im itation court docu­ 
ments. the b ill met ob jections many 
senators 
pointing 
out that 
they 
had b een flooded with letters from 
m erchants over the state protesting 
the action. 
Although the b ill was designed as 
a b low at collection agencies, pe- 
culiarily enough much of the crit­ 
icism directed at it, charged that 
it would put collection work entire­ 
ly into the hands of agencies. 
Another b ill which struck a snag 
in the senate committee of the 
whole Wednesday morning was S. 
P. 362, b y Cooper. It would require 
all poisonous, dangerous or deleteri­ 
ous sub stances intended for use In 
hum an or anim al disease tre a t­ 
m ents to b e classed as drugs or 
medicines. The b ill was variously 
interpreted, opinions of It ranging 
from Dr. John E. Bowman’s inter­ 
pretation tha t it was only to clarify 
the present law requiring registered 
pharm acists to .sell drugs and medi­ 
cines, to the charge of Senator J. 
A. Axtell tha t it was a "drug store 
trust b ill.” The measure was ad­ 
vanced to third reading.

Attorney General Sor- 
en.sen announced Wedneeday m orn­ 
ing. 
He is still investigating, however, 
he stated, the possib ilities of prose­ 
cuting tax) men for alleged failure 
to report campaign donations. 
There are two catches to the sug­ 
gestion tha t prosecutions b e made 
for excessive contrib utions, accord­ 
ing lo the attorney general. 
In the first place, he points out 
tha t the law Is so awkwardy worded 
as to relieve any m an making such 
an 
excessive cvontrlb utlon of any 
legal violation. 
The 
sfatute, 
ac­ 
cording to the 
attorney 
general, 
provides tha t no committee m.xv re­ 
ceive donations of more than $1,000 
from any one individual. 
This, he poults out, does not make 
it illegal for a m an to give 
more 
than $1,000, b ut only makes it Jlegal 
for a committee to receive in excess 
of tha t sum Iram any one m an. In 
other words, says Attorney General 
Sorensen, 
the 
committee 
which 
handled the funds could he prose­ 
cuted, b ut not the man who made 
the contrib ution. 
The second catch, 
according 
to 
the attorney general. Is the fact that 
while receipt cf such contrib utions 
is Sanned b y law, there Is apparent­ 
ly no provision in the rtatutes for 
j^nalty when t'ne law is \1olatcd 
“In other words,” the attorney 
general said, “we could 
prosecute 
the committee for receiving exces­ 
sive contrib utions, b ut tha t Is all. 
The m atter 
would have 
to stop 
there.” 
Tlie state’s laws In regard to elec­ 
tions are all awkward. Inadequate 
and weak, the attorney general b e­ 
lieves 
"VlYiat N ttraska needs.” he

DRAWSTOCLOSE 


Famoui German Scientist 


Will Sail Wednesday 


for'Home. 


NEW YORK, March 4— OP>— Dr. 


Albert Einstein, tired but In high 
spirits 
after 
a transcontinental 


railroad journey, reached New York 
today in a driving snowstorm on 
his icay back to Germany. He calls 
tonight on the liner Deutschland. 
The professor exchanged repartee 
with reporters and told cameramen, 
"You already have a picture of me. 
Besides my face is not so rood this 
morning." But he smilingly po*ed 
for the photographers. 
Repeatedly during the railroad 
trip from California Dr. Einstein 
•was interviewed, had a member 
of his party termed one of the 
questions propounded on such an 
occasion the "silliest" of the scien- 
tist's American visit. 
The question was:

Dr. Einstein answered, "Hie man 
with the best lawyer" 
It had been reported that Dr. 
George W. Crile of Cleveland would 
be a passenger on the Einstein 
train and had an engagement to 
exhibit his auto-synthetic cell to 
the professor during the day. but 
the surgeon was not seen at the 
station and members of the Ein- 
stein party said they knew of no 
such appointmenl. 


Dr. Einstein arrived at 8:04 a. m. 
His program for the day called for 
breakfast aboard the liner, recep- 
tion of a delegation of pacifists 
later, and attendance tonight at

Two years ago Wednesday, Herbert Hoover took the 


oath of office as president of the United States. He 
has now reached mid-channel and may now look 
back over the course which he has covered. 


The Washington correspondents tell us Mr. Hoov- 


er has'aged, that the heavy cares and burdens of his 
office have added a fresh gravity to his face, that 
there are new lines of worry deeply etched around 
the eyes and the nose. Never a particularly light- 
hearted or gay companion, the president laughs less 
frequently than he did before he moved into the 
White House. 


Mr. Hoover's physical condition, however, is pro- 


nounced splendid by his physicians, and even im- 
proved over what it was when he became president. 
He has never been an active, out-door man. About the 
only form-of sport which interests him is angling. He 
is a constant reader and he'spends hours in bed read- 
ing into the late hours of the morning. He cares 
nttfe for walking,-never plays golf, and does not ride. 
He seems to get along with very little physical exer- 
cise. It b remarkable that in view of the heavy 
strain revealed by two of the last three presidents, 
Mr. Hoover is able to carry the load which circum- 
stances had thrust upon hte shoulders without any 
seeming Impairment in health. 


• • • 


. When Mr. Hoover became president this nation 
was bowling along at a dizzy pace. The stock market 
had been moving upward and upward until levels 
reached unbelievable heights. Apparently there was 
no stopping, it. Nearly everybody was dabbling in 
speculative ventures; we had been assured by no less 
a personage than Mr. Hoover himself that poverty 
was all but abolished, thanks to the beneficent wisdom 
of the republican party;f and now with the miracle 
man of business directing the nation's policies the 
future was bright and golden. 


It was not Mr. Hoover's fault that conditions 


changed almost overnight into what is one of the 
most serious economic crises this nation has ever 
faced. Even though his party had claimed for years 
it was the organization of prosperity, even though 
people had heard it so often they had come to be- 
lieve, the president should not he held responsible 
for it. Hereafter it is to be hoped that Mr. Hoover 
and other republican leaders will be a trifle more 
chary about extravi <mnt claims along this fine. And 
it was no fault of Mr. Hoover that his friends built 
a legend around him that made him a sort of mod- 
ern Midas: the most amazing genius in business who 
had been drafted for the presidential office. He could 
not keep them from enlarging upon his success but 
it hu been frightfully embarrassing to him since the 
bottom dropped out. Tbr in the thoughtless, indif- 
ferent fashion that Mr. Hoover was sold to the Ameri- 
can people, it was inevitable that a situation such as 
has prevailed this last year should transform the 
great industrial captain into a clumsy, amateurish, in- 
competent in the minds of those who so eagerly 
shouted their faith and their hopes in and of him.

These are the most significant and outstanding

It would be doubtful were the election 
to be held today if the president could hope to suc- 
ceed himself. 


OT course there are many other grievances charged 


up against Mr. Hoover, many of them with proper 
Justification., He pledged himself to a "limited re- 
rteJon of the tariff and then when the Hawky- 
flmoot bfll was finally passed by congress, it pegged 
vp M per cent of all of the Items carrying duties. Mr.

Even if they were finan- 
ually responsible for the full amount of the loss, 
which generally results from forced liqutdation of the 
business, and which in the great majority of the 
cases they are not, it is poor comfort to the stock- 
lolders and the depositors, f About the only measure 
which will discourage gossiping is the fear of criminal 
prosecution.

lawmaker than to have the opportunity of running 
about over the country during the long summer vaca- 
tion, stopping at the finest hotels, supplied with the 
most superb accommodations and exquisite service, all 
at the expense of the dear people? A couple of years 
ago it was found necessary for a committee to in- 
vestigate the various national parks during the sum- 
mer vacation. This duty must have had a terribly 
depressing effect upon the member!; who were called 
upon to perform it, but they all managed to get 
•hrough and back to congress. 


A very few investigations have *een productive of 


much good, but these were not of the junket variety. 
Senator Walsh uncovered much that tbe country was 
entitled to know in connection with the oil leases, but 
he did It mostly by hard work, right there in Wash- 
ngton.

for protection of Nebraska -women failed miserably. 


It is true that the bill as drawn had certain prac- 


tical difficulties, particularly in a state such as Ne- 
nraska where there are more rural areas than urban 
centers. Bat the bffl could hve been amended to pro- 
tect hundreds of Nebraska women who are now being 
•found under the heel of unscrupulous emplovcrs. 


The fight for constructive labor JegislaUon is one 


that needs to t» waged intelligently and valiantly ta 
this state. It wffl require more than-usual care to 
»*»Ing legislation so that the bill will not place' 
undue hardships on the less heavily populated regteas 
*nere laboring conditicns are not as pressing and se- 
vere. But the urban worker does need protection 
whlch * »« betog afforded a*, the present time.

ANSWER, 


No, quite otherwise; science strict- 


ly defined has increased that sense 
of responsibility. 
Leslie Stephen 
remarked fifty and more years ago 
that whatever changes in opinion 
may be in store for us, we need wet 
fear that any scientific conclusions 
would permanently lower uur views 
of duty here and now Since his 
time the law of the harvest, that 
what men sow they reap, has been 
impressively emphasized by science. 
It is not science, as such, which 
tampers with our conscious obliga- 
tions. It Is the beggared philoso- 
phies of materialism, now thorough- 
ly discredited by science, whicn have 
f-tolen. its clothes to cover their uIT- 
ter nakedness. 
Until the close of 
the World war they arrogantly de- 
clared that physiology accounts for 
man's whole personality: that his 
soul as we have understood it, is a 
tautology, that virtue is simply tne 
instinct of self-preservation, that 
hiistory is a record of theatrical 
'igments, and that human beings 
are bund puppets dreaming of free- 
dom while enslaved in the grasp o* 
an insensate fate. 
But we have no right to confuse 
;hese cocksure speculations 
with 


,he careful investigations of 
the 
sceintist, nor is he responsible for 
them. 
His work has added new 
sanctions to the moral .code, elevat- 
ed our ideas of the Creator's power 
and wisdom, enlightened us con- 
cerning His creative methods, eased 
numberless burdens in our physical 
existence, vanquished ignorance and 
superstition. Thus the 
field 
has 
been cleared in order that believers 
in a spiritual dominion may sow in 
that field tbe dynamic seed of love, 
iustice and sacrifical living.

These movements admonish all 
who cherish freedom that it de- 
mands eternal vigilance for its pre- 
servation JHad Washington foreseen 
the tyrannies you name, he could 
not have been more explicit in the 
warning I have somewhat 
freely 
quoted. 
Russia's social theories cannot be 
suppressed by force. 
Those who 
make their bed on bayonets must 
lie on them. Meanwhile the on= 
sure antidote is for us co demon- 
strate to tbe world that indlvidua' 
llberty for the citizen and popular 
sovereignty in government are jus; 
and beneficial means availatie for 


all in a confessedly imperfect social 
condition. 
Lenin's disciples and those of 
Mussolini alike claim to aim at the 
ideal of liberty. But they make tirr- 
huge blunder of usmg physical com- 
pulsion to obtain constructive re- 
sults. Democracy should be too in- 
telligent to resort to the police- 
man's club or the soldier's rifle to 
suppress human convictions 
Let us, then, in St. Paul's words, 
"Show 'men1 a more excellent way." 
I submit that we are doing this. 
There is no dictator in our own 
or any other free land, because he 
is regarded as an unnecessary nuis- 
ance. Communistic extremes and 
the autocracy of Fascism are alike 
repugnant to us. But sane and in- 
formed minds are everywhere alert 
to the need for a nobler rule in 
politics and social affairs, a rule 
resting upon an enlightened and 
liberalized human foundation.

Nation^ IP behalf ~f 
which the above mentioned con1* en- 
tion assembled. What the parent 
c • anization will do when it meets 
is still on the knees of the gods. 
But the nerveless behavior of some 
delegates at the Convention is not 
encouraging for lovers of peace. 
M Litvinoff, the Russian states- 
man, challenged the "upine attitude

Doubtless 
their delegates, remembering tKC 
Soviets' formidable military force, 
heard him with ther tongues n 
ther cheeks. The truth above this 
convention is that it had little dig- 
nity and less weight. 
It is no use depending en the 
sluggish and evasive action of tech- 
nicians and diplomatists. The cnly 
sure source of international disarm- 
ment is an instructed and enlight- 
ened nublic opinion. If this cannot 
be enlisted now, when tba colossal 
burdens of expanding military es- 
tablishments are again becoming 
intolerable, the prospects for their 
redaction are i ndeed dark, 
ants

Cattle Testing. 


UNCOIL, Neb., March 3. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
It is quite evident that a drive is on 
to the end of making the public be- 
lieve that in the discontinuance of 
state-wide bovine tubercular Inspec- 
tion, Governor Bryan has subjected 
the childhood of the state to the 
assumed ravages of said disease. It 
Js a. clever ruse— a disreputable 
method to employ, because it pre- 
sumes upon the ignorance of tbe 
people regarding the facts involved. 
It is not generally known, it is 
true, that the law governing the sale 
of tuberculin infected milk, is most 
exacting. There is not a dairyman 
within the state who does not come 
under it. Its provisions require that 
a competent, qualified, registered, 
veterinarian shall inspect and test 
every dairy cow found supplying 
tbe consumers of milk and cream 
within the state, once each twelve 
months. Either that, or the dairy- 
man must pasteurize his "product. 
That is the law and there is not a 
measure on the statutes more rigid- 
ly enforced than'this aforesaid pro- 
vision, for it has behind it, the en- 
forcing agency of city health, ob- 
serving boards and other law up- 
holding agencies. 


Why then, should the public be 
alarmed in the frenzied attempt be- 
ing made to have the state step in 
and assume ths work that has been 
carried on so long by local agencies? 
In-fact the state inspection will not 
safeguard the public so completely 
in its milk supply, as* it is being 
guarded under the mandates of its 
present law. Tbe law under which 
inspection is being carried on now 
calls for in inspection each twelve 
months No cne contends that under 
state-wide Inspection the dairy cows 
of the state will be inspected by a 
state inspector regularly, each year. 
More than that— the local veterin- 
arian is far more competent to per- 
form tbe work than the horde of 
young chaps found running around 
over the state carrying a college 
diploma. The local veterinarian 
keeps minute record of every cow 
on his list, by whom owned and the 
date for the next inspection. 
Why this uproar then at Governor 
Bryan? It is occasioned because 
the governor would estop the free- 
dom of the stockman— not the 
dairyman^ getting his hands in 
the taxpayer;- pocket. The dairy- 
man pays for the cleaning up of his 
nerd out of his own pocket.

case ".the. speakers emphasize the 
fact 'that individual farmers. could 
do 'very little to adjust the prices 
of their^'products, but they-could 
try to, increase their individual ef- 
1 iiciency and get. their margin of 
profit by lowering the cost of pro- 
duction.

Sflfffest Sanitation System. 


The hog lqt sanitation,system of 
raising hogs on ground that is 'free

Success that 
pig crop contest men have had with 
this system bat'led the college live- 
stock men to believe that it is prac- 
ticable for most of the farmers,of 
the state.

The present low farm prices of 
feeds and the plentiful supply make 
commercial feed prices:seem-out of.

mers. If hc*s get a balanced-ration 
of some fattening, .feed, a protein 
feed Uke tankage and good pasture, 
they need-very little .if/a'ny addi- 
tional- minerals.' Remedies are al- 
ways expensive and it is far better' 
to:prevent the trouble than to try 
to cure it, farmers were told. .. 
In discussing the production of 
'corn, ,Mr. Stewart and Mr. -Gross 
emphasized high yield per acre and 
low cost of production: The best 
possible seed bed, high yielding types 
of corn for seed, and soil fertility 
were~sli: uUcussed under the topic 
of high'yield per acre. Use of large 
units of machinery cut-down the 
cost of producing an acre of corn. 
The extension service crops men 
cited figures and facts from the ten 
acre com yield contest to show how 
rapidly men are changing from one 
row to two row machinery, and cut- 
' ting down their man hours and 
horse or tractor hours per acre 
about one third. One of the high

fore plowing it-under is better than 
plowing it under early in the spring- 
farmers have found., When the 
roots are turned under before the 
top starts, they begin to .grow in 
the ground and-.may come up to 
bother the- other crop -all summer 
Leaving the stand of clover longer 
aruTletting it get? up knee high 
takes too much moisture .out of the 
soil which .ought to be available to 
the corn crop.-'Stewart say's. 
This is a point that.-farmers in 
central Nebraska have to watch al 
the. time. .Only, 'in .wet years can 
they expect to turn under .a growth 
of sweet" clover; plant the field to 
corn, and get much of a crop. They 
had better follow the practice that 
gives them the best results in aver- 
age 'years than to take many 
chances- with heavy growths of 
sweet clover, -Stewart believes. - 
Best Practices. ' 


_. One of the best practices which 
eastern Nebraska farmers-.have fol- 
lowed rin -recent years uV the ten 
acre corn yield contest lias been to 
plow under the clover shallow, disk 
or pack the land, then list the corn 
with-a hard ground, lister, .running 
it below the -depth of plowing to 
make itrscour and to avoid trouble 
with the rotting clover. 
In-handling ithe dead stalks of 


two. year old sweet' cfiJver this 
spring, Stewart suggests'one of two 
methods. .Disking down the stalks 
and plowing them, under will add 
soine humus, to .the soil, but the 
farmer is- taking chances with cul 
worms whose eggs-mav have-win- 
tered TO the clover stalks. Burning 
the;,stubble in the fall or early 
spring gets,rid of most -of .the .cut 
worm'eggs; Farmers say they have 
to replant corn quite; often on fields 
where sweet clover: stalks were 
turned . under while-nearby-fields 
that were burned -. off well seem "to 
have no cut worms in them.

The smooth bearded barleys such 


as Comfort 'and Glabron are in- 
creasing in acreage ' in Nebraska 
more this year than in any v year 
in trie past, judgihg~from the num- 
l«r of inquiries coming to the Ag- 
ricultural College from farmers out 
in the state. 
. 
These new. barleys, P. H. Stewart, 
state" extension agent in crops and 
soils, states, not only yield more 
than. ordinary barley but their 
beards are smooth making the grain 
easier to handle than the old types 
of barley. Some confusion still ex- 
ists, he says, between the newer 
kinds and the beardless or hulless 
varieties. Neither the beardless or 
hulless barleys, are good producers 
and some fanners, who have tried 
them'are still skeptical about exper- 
imenting with any other kinds of 
the grain. 
Other farmers asking about the 
chfhch bug damage seem to think 
barley breeds chinch bugs. Stewart 
answers them that chinch bugs cio 
like barley and will: gather in a bar- 
ley field- during the years that they 
are bad, but that the grain itseif 
has-nothing to do "with the number 
of chinch bugs'in any given season. 
Damage from the chinch bug seeais 
»- come "in cycles;"Mr. Stewart 
win trout. When the bug gets bad 
he farmers get busy and clean up 
the rubbish,in which the bugs live 
over winter and es a result ;very 
little damage is done the following 
ear. -Farmers then get careless and 
the bug gradually, increases in 
numbers untlT. in some favorable 
season it does enough damage to 
again attract attention. 
Crop for Profit. 
T5«rley is being generally recom- 
mended to -farmers who want a 
crop that is more profitable than 
«ats- * substitute for wheat or a 
substitute for com. The new kinds 
of barleys, Stewart has found in 
checking up results over the state. 
yield fTom 20 to 30 per cent more 
minds of feed per acre than oats. 
Jarley is also recognised as a better 
hoc feed and substitute for com 
than oats . 
' 
Barley-is not especially hard on 
the land and has been used very 
successfully as a nurse crop with al- 
falfa, and sweet clover. Stewart es- 
timates that land which would yield 
20 to 25 bushels of wheat per acre 
would make 40 to 50 bushels of baa-

Wiggans Says Infection 


In Apple Trees May 


Be Checked. 


Apple tree diseases which spread 
from cankered areas on twigs, 
branches, or the trunk of the tree 
can be eliminated or at least held 
in check bv pruning methods, ac- 
cording to Prof. C. C. Wiggans of 
the Mepartinsnt of horticulture. Ne- 
braska college of agriculture at 
Lincoln. 
Where the disease '.infection is 
confined to the small branches these 
may be cut off and burned .as in 
the case of apple blotch, fire blight, 
black rot, and black knot. If how- 
ever, the canker is on tbe trunk or 
scaffold branch then only the dis- 
eased part is cut or scraped away 
unless disease has already girdled 
the branch or trunk. 
Removal of the local surface ol 
blister canker or heart rot infection 
wiU prevent tbe spread of the 
trouble to other trees but not 
necessarily benefit the tree operated 
upon, Wiggans points out. 
LKtteDaafcr Spread. 
There is litUe or no danger-of 
spreading disease with pruning tools 
if the work is done during the dor- 
mant'season, he says. Fire Might 
wffl be carried from tree to tree, 
however, if the pruning is done 
where the disease is present in tbe 
growing ' season. 
Distalection of 
tools alter each cat is made is re- 
our.em3ed. The college man gives 
the following directions regarding 
disinfectant: 
Add a pint of disUUed or rain 
water to three pints of cheap gly- 
cerine in a ctesn enameled kettle 
Dissolve eight haJI gram cyanide of 
mercarv tablets or one-eightli ounce 
of crystals ol the same drug In the 
watier-glvcarine mixture by heating 
and.sUrring with a. stick. Add 8 
large tablets or one-eighth ounce 
of crystals of Wcbtoride of mer-' 
cury and sttr tmtfl dissolved. The 
mixture is an internal poison and 
shoaM be 3aSc3ed and handled ac- 
cordingly. 
Catting oil branches dose to and 
parallel to the Sagger branch or " 
the trunk is important. Even thw 
toe wound may be larger than one 
•made by cutting the branch an mch, 
or two out from the trunk, ttw 
closer wound wJH hcaJ over more 
cndckly and with less disease haz*™.; 
The best paint to use contains *s- 
phat but no cxrasoite. Ordinary 
wood pamt scales oH readay and 
applications nrast be repeated U it 
fcfto be satisfactory, especially on, 
large wound*. 


Suggests Seeding Down 


. Filled Up Ditch as 


Erosion Check. 


Three important considerations in 


stopping soil erosion with brush 
dams in ditches are listed by I. D. 
Wood, extension service engineer of 
the agricultural college. The first is 
to construct the dam so the water 
will spill over the center instead of 
around the edges, the second is to 
put in enough in a ditch so the 
water will never i&in much speed, 
and the third.is to seed down the 
filled ditch to prevent it from wash- 
Ing out again in a few years. 


The usual procedure in construct- 
ing a brush dam is to set heavy 
stakes or posts in the ditch about 18 
inches apart, pile a few inches of 
coarse straw or manure around the 
posts then pile brush between the 
posts, butt ends of the brush up- 
stream and hooked around the posts 
When the ditch is about filled with 
brush, poles are wired across tha 
top of the brush butts to the posts. 
The. brush should extend to the 
tops of the banks on both sides, 
and the top of the dams needs to 
be lower In 'the center than at the 
sides to make the water spill over 
on the brush and not cut a new 
ditch around the dam. 
- When banks of the ditch are 
steep, they should be spaded off to 
a gradual slope. It is difficult to 
keep water from cutting around a 
dam if the banks are steep, Wood 
has found. In some cases it is bet- 
ter to set two rows of posts and 
fill the space between them with 
slender sticks like willows in addi- 
tion to making the usual .brush . 
dam. 


One Dam Ineffectual. 
' 


Placing only one or two brush 
dams in a long: ditch is a waste of 
time, effort, and material, Wood 
says. The dam works only when it 
is able to check the runoff rain 
water enough to make it drop its 
load of dirt. The dams should be 
not over 100 feet apart in the ditch, 
and in cases where the ditches are 
steep and carry lots of water, the 
dams should be only 30 or 40 feet 
apart. 
. 
' 


While^ it is rjossible to--fill a bad 
ditch in a fewsyears so farm ma- 
chinery can be pulled over it, the 
brush and straw rots away and the 
filled in soil is comparatively loose, 
making an ideal place for another 
•ditch to Vstart in a few years. Per- 
manent control of the erosion is 
possible only when the filled ditch 
is seeded'down to a heavy grass or 
legume sod. Wood says. This strip of 
sod is a waste in a cultivated field, 
but it is better than a big ditch 
there that gets larger every year, 
he believes. Some farmers are able 
to seed their fields to alfalfa or 
temporary pasture and solve the 
problem. 
For further details, Wood recom- 
mends that farmers get Extension. 
Circular 727 about brush dam con- 
struction from their county agents 
or at the agricultural college in 
Lincoln.

'A successful farmer requires 
more than mere knowledge of how 
to ptas- a straight furrow or the 
proper time to plant crops.

He mui* feano to anaJze market 
conditions in order that he may 
determine in advance which will 
iring him tiae most profitable r>- 
arns. He mast learn to develop 
staple market through organ- 
cation. for his crops. He must ap- 
preciate the laSstog vT S»od llve- 
jtock through which most 01 his 
crops are utilized. 
"In other •words, we snust impress 
noon the T&rm boy that education 
along farm lines is as neccssaj^ ta 
toe successful fanner as an en- 
gineering course is to the man who 
tspires to be an engineer.

Eckener Believes News- 


papers Will Finance 


Journey in July. 


NEW YORK, March 4—(#)—The 
Graf Zeppelin will make a polar ex- 
pedition of exploration in July if 
Dr. Hugo "Eckener succeeds In a 
plan to finance the project. He ar- 
rived from Germany aboard 
the 
Europa with his daughter, Lotte, to- 
day. He said he felt confident the 
polar trip would be backed by 
"first- line" newspapers. 


The ship would proceed from 
Frederickshafen. to toe Arctic by 
way of Leningrad, he said, and fly 
over Franz Josef land and St. Nich- 
olas land with eight or nine scien- 
tists aboard. 
"I am told by scientists there is 
a possibility we may discover many 
small islands never before seen," 
Dr. Eckener said. "We also want to 
observe the reaction of the airship 
to Arctic weather." 
He said the trip which would be 
made in five days and would re- 
quire no preparation other than ar- 
rangements for heating the cabin. 
Dr. Eckenjr's present trip to the 
United States, however, has nothing 
to do with the projected polar trip. 
He came to consult with the Good- 
year Rubber Co. at Akron on two 
large dirigibles that company plans 
to 'build.

Committee Cuts Amount 


Proposed For State' 
Exhibit to $15,000. 


Determined that there shall be 
no junketing trips or personal sine- 
cures at state expense in connec- 
tion with an appropriation to have 
Nebraska represented at the 1933 
world's fair in Chicago, the finance 
committee of the Nebraska house 
has trimmed the amount of the 
appropriation 
provided 
in 
the 
Spence bill, H. R. 396, from $40,000 
down to $15,000, and has eliminated 
the provision for a special com- 
mission to be appointed by the 
governor to prepare and handle the 
exhibit. 
Instead of this, the committee 
amended the bill to place the mat- 
ter in the hands of the state board 
of agriculture as the body best 
equ'pped for the purpoe*. Its of- 
ficers qre in touch with national 
fairs and expositions and the com- 
mittee thought the board would be 
able to get better results on a mod- 
erate expenditure than anybody 
else could. 


When the state's exhibit is com- 
pleted and installed, not more than 
two men are to be placed in charge 
of it at the exposition, according 
to another amendment which the 
committee tacked on. This means 
that whoever is sent to Chicago to 
look after the display will have to 
stay on the job, 


On Wednesday of next week the 
finance committee will conduct a 
hearing on the question of con- 
tinuing appropriations for bovine 
tuberculosis eradication in Nebras- 
ka. Governor Bryan has recom- 
mended that no more money be 
appropriated by the state to carry 
on this work. For the last biennium 
$300,000 was appropriated, and a 
somewhat larger sum WM asked by 
the outgoing state veterinarian for 
the next two years. 
For this .Wednesday, the com- 
mittee has hearings scheduled on 
H. R. 432, for a- $10,000 appropria- 
tion to aid the inland' waterways 
movement, and H. R. 493, involving 
a $10,000 appropriation asked for 
by the disabled veterans' organiza- 
tion.

INSURANCE 


Article II. 


The original purpose of life insurance was to 
create an estate for others, if one should not live 
out his allotted time. This has been modified 
somewhat by the additions of investment benefits 
under certain plans now offered. 


The plans are divided into three kinds: term, 
whole life i.including limited payment forms) and 
endowment. 


Term is to cover a temporary need. 
The whole life plans are divided into those 
requiring deposits for lifetime (called ordinary 
life), and deposits limited to a given term of 
years (10-15-20 payment life). The purpose in 
creating trie estate is to have it continue during 
the lifetime of the insured.

held for non-violent offenses, the
